lines and set judicial districts of 
70,000 to 75,000 persons for each 
judge. There probably will be 
about five judges for this area." 
He pointed out that the County 
Board of Supervisors is not go­ 
ing to set the district boundaries 
until the State Legislature de­ 
termines the number of judges 
for each district.

Another idea presented to the 
group by City Judge Elmo Mor­ 
ns of Gardena, was (hat one 
central court be established for 
the entire district at Alondra 
Park. Morris pointed out that, 
whereas this area would one day 
be large enough for a Superior 
Court, the Alondra Park site 
would be central and ideal.

He suggested that the one, 
large central location would 
make for a more efficient op­ 
eration, and that as many judges 
an would be needed for the en­ 
tire area could be established 
there.

However, Darby and other ci­ 
vic leaders emphasized that 
while one location would be more 
efficient from an administrative 
angle, the County wants to do 
tha.t which would be for the con­ 
venience of the people.

The majority of the group felt 
that the people's intention in 
adopting Proposition 3 was to 
bring the courts closer to home. 
Darby felt that the one central 
location for the entire area would 
not prove to be in the best in­ 
terest, of the people.

It was suggested from another 
representative that one court be 
established in Rendodo Beach for 
the South Bay, one in Torrance, 
for the Torrance-Lomita area; 
and on« at the Alondra Park 
site for the Gardena, Hawthorne, 
Centinella Valley area.

In discussing the effect on 
judges of the new law, Judge 
John Shidler told the group that 
any judge voted on by a larger 
populace would be more "pres­ 
sure-free" than one voted on by 
a smaller locality.

In conclusion the meeting, 
Darby said that, "whereas it is 
much too early for any decision 
in the matter, it is not any too 
early for discussion."
